Work on the Gull Lake Reservoir. 


T here are five co m pleted reeervo ira: 
At L ake W m nibigo ehish, at Leech 
lake, at Po kegam a Falla, at Pine river, 
and at Kandy lake. 
T he to tal capac­ 
ity o f these reservo irs exceeds 90,- 
000,000,000 cubic feet. 
T he survey 
o f 1880 estim ated the co st o f co n­ 
structing fo rty-o ne reservo ir dam s in 
M inneso ta and W isco nsin at f 1,809,- 
083,50, exclusive o f land dam ages. 
T hus far wo rk has been do ne o nly in 
M inneso ta, and the to tal appro pria­ 
tio ns to date have been abo ut $950,- 
000. 
T he am o nut appro priated aud 
available this year is $80,000. 
This 
sum will no t begin to meet the neces­ 
sities o f the wo rk pro jected but will 
enable the engineer to m ake co nsider­ 
able headway with the pro po sed new 
dam at G ull lake. 
T he survey was 
m ade in 1894 aud at the sam e tim e 
an exam inatio n was m ade to deter­ 
m ine the po ssibility o f increasing the 
w ater supply by diverting into G all 
lake a po rtio n o f the freshet dis­ 
charges fro m the Cro w W ing river. 
N ineteen lakes are directly tribo tary 
to the G ull lake system aud the esti­ 
m ated annual capacity o f the supply 
in the reservo ir fed by these lakes 
was placed at 2,700,000,000 cubic feet. 
By diverting the w aters o f the Cro w 
W ing river, by co nstructing a chan­ 
nel several m iles lo ng and turning 
the w ater o f th at stream into G ull 
lake, the annual supply wo uld be in­ 
creased by 9,180,000,000 cubic feet. 
T his pro ject will belo ng to the future, 
ho wever, as there is a questio n o f 
land dam ages by the sto rage o f such 
an immense vo lume o f water, and be­ 
sides the new chaunel will cro ss the 
N o rthern Pacific ro ad, and the go v­ 
ernm ent will have to co nstruct a 
bridge fo r the ro ad when the new 
channel is m ade. 
B ut wo rk o n the 
G ull lake reservo ir is pro gressing and 
mo st o f the appro priatio n available 
this year will be expended o n that 
wo rk. 
“T he sum available this year fo r 
the ro servo ir system will enable us to 
m ake go o d headway o n the G ull lake 
system ,” « aid Co l. Jo nes to a repo rter 
fo r the Glo be. 
“B ut the ultim ate 
diversio n o f the waters o f the Cro w 
W ing river to G ull lake m ust co me 
later. 
T his im pro vem ent invo lves 
m uch exjiense in the way o f land 
dam ages, but it is so necessary to the 
extensio n o f the reservo ir system th at 
it will be m ade and th at so o n. 
T he 
w atershed o f G ull lake is co m para­ 
tively small, while that o f the Cro w 
W ing, o nly a few miles away, is very 
large. 
We need this water, but will 
have to build a canal several miles m 
length, thus diverting the Cro w W ing 
to the G ull lake system .” 
“T he break in the Pine R iver reser­ 
vo ir the o ther day is an illustratio n 
o f the effect o f the released w ater o n 
lo wer stream . 
T he break was no t at 
the dam, as m any have suppo sed.

light the youngsters of the land aud 
w orry the m others; there w ere no fire­ 
w orks disp lays a t night nor money to 
buy firew orks; in a word, tue contrast 
betw een their Fourth of July and ours 
w as as com p lete us p ossible. 
P erhap s the strangest thought of all 
Is th at the heroes of the Revolution 
had neither our national flag- for tlie 
various flags of the various states were 
waved instead—nor our national songs. 
It w as for succeeding generations to 
enjoy the insp iring strain s of tlie “Star 
Sp angled B anner,” “My Country *Tis 
of Thee" and “Colum bia, tin* Gem of 
tlie Ocean.” Q uits different am i very 
m uch inferior front a p oetic standp oint 
w ere the songs which they snug in cel­ 
ebrating their successes or consoling 
them selves in defeat. The Revolution­ 
ary songs, how ever, bad or good, grave 
or gay. have a sp ecial interest, from 
the fact th a t they w ere comjiosed in 
the m ain by tin* soldier boys them ­ 
selves, often on the battlefield, w here 
they were sung in lusty chorus by hun­ 
dreds of brave fellow s who fought un­ 
der W ashington. 
Follow ing are sp ecim ens of the songs 
and ballads of the A m erican Revolu­ 
tion. 
lu 1770 a w ar song containing the fol­ 
lowing verses gained a wide p op ular­ 
ity: 
H ark, hark, the sound of w ar is heard, 
A nd we m ust all attend; 
T ake up our arm s and go w ith sp eed, 
O ur country to defend. 
T here’s Carleton, Howe, aud Clinton,

the men of W ashington’s arm y to p ass 
m any a m erry hour around the even­ 
ing camp fires. It 'Iattain s no less 
thau tw enty-tw o stanzas, all of which 
w ere roared forth w ith great gusto, 
the idea of the song Iteing th at mane 
of the A m erican soldiers had been 
p acked in kegs and floated down the 
D elaw are to attack the British ship s. 
T he troop s on l*oard, seeing this re­ 
m arkable fleet of kt*gs. are sup |K>sed 
to have become alarm ed and turned a 
broadside of guns and cannon u|>on the 
susp ected object. The sw ing of the 
song m ay be judged by them* verses:

and no powder to be wasted in mere 
noise; there were no toy platola to de­ 
light the youiigstera of the land and 
worry the mothers; there were no fire- 
worfca dlsplajrs at night nor money to 
buy firewiMlis; in a word, me contrast 
between 
Fourth of July sod oars 
VSS as complete ss possible. 
Perhaps the strangest tbonght of sit 
is that the heroes of the RevidatkNi 
bad neither oar national flag—for the 
various flags of the various states were 
waved Instead—nor our national songs. 
It was for succeeding generatkma to 
enjoy the inspiring strains of the “Star 
Spangled Banner,” “My Country 'Tis 
of Thee” and “Columbia, the Gem of 
the Ocean.” Quits different and very 
much inferior from a poetic standpoint 
were the songs which they sang In cel­ 
ebrating their successes or considlng 
themselves In defeat. The Revolution­ 
ary songs, however, bad or good, grave 
or gay, have a special interest, from 
the fact that they were compoed in 
the main by the soldier boys them­ 
selves, often on the battlefield, where 
they were sung In lusty chorus by hun­ 
dreds of brave fellows who fought un­ 
der Washington. 
Following are specimens of the songs 
and ballads of the American Revolu­ 
tion. 
In 177G a war song containing the fol- 
lowing verses gained a wide popular­ 
ity: 
Hark, bark, the sound of war is heard, 
And we must all attend; 
Take up our anna and go with speed. 
Our country to defend. 
There's Carieton, Howe, and Clinton, 
too.

During the same year a number of 
songs c*ame in vogue upon the battle of 
Trenton. One of the b*‘st of these, the 
author unfortunately being unknow*n, 
is the following, which waa sung to 
stirring music: 
On Christmas day, in seventy-six. 
Our ragged troops, with bayonets fix’d. 
For Trenton marched away. 
The Delaware see! the boats below! 
be light obscured by hail and snow! 
But DO signs of dismay. 
Our object was the Hessian band. 
That dared invade toir freedom’s land. 
And quarter in that place. 
George Washington led us on, 
Whose streaming flag, in storm or sun. 
Had never known disgrace. 
In silent march we passed the night, 
litoeh soldier panting for the fight. 
Though quite benumb’d with frost. 
Greene, on the left, at six began. 
The right was led by Sullivan, 
Who ne’er a moment lost. 
And so on for several verses more. 
Gen. Sullivan’s song, as it waa called, 
because as the re*H>rd goes It “was 
sung before Gen. Sullivan and a few 
respectalde gentlemen at Portsmouth” 
in 1777, was another rallying anthem 
for the soldiers. The first stanza ran 
thus: 
Hark. the loud drams, hark the shrill 
trumpet call to arms. 
Come Americans, come, prepare for 
war’s alarms. 
Whilst in array we stand, 
What soldier dare to land. 
Sure in the attempt to meet his doom, 
A leaden death or a watery tomb; 
We, Americans, so brave, o’er the land 
or the waves. 
All invaders defy; we’ll repulse them 
or die; 
We scorn to live as slaves. 


One of the best known ballads of this 
period was the one which has been at­ 
tributed to a private of Col. Brook’s 
r^ m e n t. and which has been vari­ 
ously (*alled “A Song for the Red 
Coats,” “Gates* Song” and the “North 
CamiMiign.’' Here la a ^leclmen stan- 
sa: 


Six hours the battle lasted, 
Each heart was true as gold, 
The British fought like Ikms, 
Aud we like Yankees bold;

A step in the right direction has 
1kh*ii taken in England in the organi­ 
zation of an Association for the Sup­ 
pression of Street Noises. This body 
has put forward many undeniable 
facts concerning the physical and men­ 
tal suffering caused by the unneces­ 
sary noises of the streets, and tIleit­ 
is reason to hope some steps will be 
taken toward a reform. It Is proposed 
to compel all street performers to 
carry a I Midge and obtain a certificate, 
ay Ii ic ii would be forfeited if they re­ 
fused to go to a reasonable distance 
av hen required. It Is suggested that 
the possibility of obtaining for any 
house a virtually complete immunity 
from unnecessary noise on payment 
of a fee, renewable from time to time, 
is a privilege of Avliich many hundreds 
of Londoners would Joyfully avail 
themselves. This, in itself, is a sig­ 
nificant testimony as to the reality of 
the grievance. A similar crusade is Im* 
ing inaugurated iii this country. 
A 
New Y’ork medical journal recently 
made a strong protest against the dis­ 
cordant cries of street venders, on tile 
ground that they largely increase the 
sufferings of nervous aud sick ix-oplq, 
and that in a city of New Y’ork’s size 
the nervous and sick form a large 
class. 
The statistics of the Street 
Vender License Bureau show that 
only one man has applied for a permit 
thus far tills season who was not the 
victim of a severe chronic laryngitis. 
This one is recorded as haviug only 
an aggravated cleft palate. It is not 
much consolation to those avIio have 
suffered from the discordance of street 
cries to know that six weeks in the 
business is the aA’orage time for a boy 
to lose his voice entirely. The “ol* 
clo’ ” men are the worst offenders, but 
their A’oices never seem to give the 
least indication of weakening under 
the strain. It is found that many 
knife grinders avIio bae lost the use 
of their A’ocal chords have substituted 
musical bugles that an- by no mea nr 
objectionable.

It is a 
sort of guerilla Avarfare uixiu the out­ 
posts of the two systems. Tile sober 
seeker after truth would like to see the 
real issues joined, for lie is tender both 
of his back and of his young plants. 
Th impartial student of the qm-stion 
will find that the new-fangled machine 
does not distinguish between species 
of plants, but it does have a brutal re­ 
spect for strength, and will tear out 
the hair-like tendril of a just-sprouted 
weed but leaA’O unharmed the deeper 
rooted corn or potato plant. But it 
will leave the weed lf once well estab­ 
lished; therefore “early and often” is 
a by-law or the process. On the other 
hand, lf the smoothing harrow or 
weeder can scrape along a piece of 
sod, a flat stone, or an old corn stub, 
it appears to enjoy the destruction of a 
young corn plant equally with the 
crow or chipmunk. A clean surface in 
preparing for the crop is therefore an­ 
other necessity of successful use of 
the new corn culture. With these 
things in mind the new method can be 
made a great improvement on the old, 
by any farmer.—E. C. Birge in Orange 
Judd Farmer.

Shad fishing, he 
anticipated, would soon be a thing of 
the past unless proper measures were 
takeu to preserve it, and tfiis could 
only lie done after very great con­ 
sideration, 
as tho shad is now 
a 
source of large ircoine to many fisher­ 
men. 
Large striped bass, caught in scoop 
nets tiirough the ice, realize more 
lier pound than do salmon. Lake Win­ 
nipeg yields 1.800 tons of white fish 
annually.—Ottawa Free Press.

Work on the G ull Lake Reservoir. 
There are tive completed reservoirs: 
At Lake Winnibigoahish, at Leech 
lake, at Pokegama Falls, at Pine river, 
and at Sandy lake. The total capac­ 
ity of these reservoirs exceeds 90,- 
000,000,000 cubic feet. 
The survey 
of 1880 estimated the cost of con­ 
structing forty-one reservoir dams in 
Minnesota and Wisconsin at $1,809,- 
083,50, exclusive of land damages. 
Thus far work has been done only in 
Minnesota, and the total appropria­ 
tions to date have been about $950,- 
000. 
The amount appropriated and 
available this year is $80,000. 
This 
sum will not begin to meet the neces­ 
sities of the work projected but will 
enable the engineer to make consider­ 
able headway with the proposed new 
dam at Gull lake. 
The survey was 
made in 1894 and at the same time 
au examination was made to deter­ 
mine the possibility of increasing the 
water supply by diverting into Gull 
lake a portion of the freshet dis­ 
charges from the Crow Wing river. 
Nineteen lakes are directly tributary 
to the Gull lake system aud the esti­ 
mated annual capacity of the supply 
in the reservoir fed by these lakes 
was placed at 2,700,000,000 cubic feet. 
By diverting the waters of the Crow 
Wing river, by constructing a chan­ 
nel several miles long and turning 
the water of that stream into Gull 
lake, the annual supply would be in­ 
creased by 9,180,000,000 cubic feet. 
This project will belong to the future, 
however, as there is a question of 
land damages by the storage of such 
an immense volume of water, and be­ 
sides the new chaunel will cross the 
Northern Pacific road, aad the gov­ 
ernment will have to construct 
bridge for the road when the new 
channel is made. 
But work o q the 
Gull lake reservoir is progressing and 
most of the appropriation available 
this year will be expended on that 
work. 
“The sum available this year for 
the reservoir system will enable us to 
make good headway on the Gull lake 
system,” *aid Col. Jones to a reporter 
for the Globe. 
“But the ultimate 
diversion of the waters of the Crow 
Wing river to Gull lake must come 
later.

But as 
the river here was falling at the rate 
of two inches a day the rise here was 
not appreciable. 
I went to Pine lake 
and with a force of men, picked up 
in the woods, had the crevasse re­ 
paired in three days.” 
All the reservoirs are fuller than 
they have ever been. 
The rainfall 
has been enormous in the upper part 
of the state this season. 
Winnibi- 
goshish has more water than in 1887, 
which was the record breaking year.

What Oar Forefather* Knng In tlie 
Stormy Du>* V% hlch Preceded Our 
Freedom. 
In these comfortable times when the 
celebration of Independence day comes 
as a m atter of course with its outburst 
of national loyalty, one is at a loss to 
realize how differently the Fourth of 
July was celebrated by the heroes of 
the revolution. For them there were 
no grand parades with brilliant uni­ 
forms. If the truth must be told they 
were a sadly bedraggled lot, with tlicir 
old 
matchlock guns and 
go-as-you- 
please apparel; for them mere was no 
joyous booming of cannon; there was 
little joy in the sound of artillery then 
and no powder to be wasted iu mere 
noise; there were no toy pistols to de­ 
light the youngsters of the land and 
worry the mothers; there were no fire­ 
works displays at night nor money to 
buy fireworks; in a word, me contrast 
between their Fourth of July and ours 
was as complete us possible. 
Perhaps the strangest thought of all 
is that the heroes of the Revolution 
had neither our national flag—for the 
various flags of the various states were 
waved instead—nor our national songs, 
it was for succeeding generations to 
enjoy the inspiring strains of the "Star 
Spangled Banner,” “My Country ’Tis 
of Thee” and “Columbia, tlu* Gem of 
tlie Ocean.” Quite different anti very 
much inferior from a poetic standpoint 
were the songs which they sang in cel­ 
ebrating their successes or consoling 
themselves iu defeat. The Revolution­ 
ary songs, however, bad or good, grave 
or gay, have a special interest, from 
the fact that they were composed in 
the main by the soldier hoys them­ 
selves, often on the battlefield, where 
they were sung in lusty chorus by hun­ 
dreds of brave fellows who fought un­ 
der Washington. 
Following are specimens of the songs 
and ballads of the American Revolu­ 
tion. 
In 177(5 a w ar song containing tlie fol­ 
lowing verses gained a wide popular 
ity: 


the men of Washington's army to jwiss 
many a merry hour around the even­ 
ing camp fires. It <*outains no less 
than twenty-two stanzas, all of which 
were roared forth with great gusto, 
the idea of the song lieing that some 
of tlie American soldiers had been 
packed in kegs and floated down the 
Delaware to attack the British ships. 
The troops on board, seeing this re­ 
markable fleet of k eg s, are supposed 
to have become alarmed and turned a 
broadside of guns and cannon uj>on the 
suspected object. The swing of the 
song may be judged by these verses:

Hark, hark, the sound of war is heard. 
And we must all attend; 
Take up our arms and go with speed, 
Our country to defend. 
There’s Carleton, Howe, aud Clinton, 
too,

fell.

A good song was the “Siege of Sa­ 
vannah.” telling how the Americans 
and their French allies under Count 
D’Estaing were repulsed off tin* coast 
of Georgia. Tlie lines were full of 
irony, as a feeling of bitterness was 
general over tlu* unfortunate result. 
There is a good snap to the lines, how­ 
ever, as may he s«*en from two stanzas 
picked from a dozen: 
Then muskets did rattle, 
Fierce raged tin* battle. 
Grape shot, it flew thicker than hail, 
sir. 
The ditch fill’d with slain, 
1 Hood dyed all tlu* plain. 
When rebels and French turned tail, 
sir!

Lord! what glorious fun!

In silent march we passed the night, 
Each soldier panting for the fight.

Gen. Sullivan’s song, as it was called, 
because as the record goes It “ was 
sung before Gen. Sullivan and a few 
respectable gentlemen at Portsmouth” 
in 1777, was another rallying anthem 
for the soldiers.

“Dutch Song,’’ published in tlu* IVnn- 
sylvauit Packet in 1799, th** writer be­ 
ing a lady at the Hague, who dedicated 
her efforts to tlie sailors of five Ameri­ 
can vessels then lying at Amsterdam. 
Two of the ten stanzas read thus: 
God save the Thirteen States! 
Long rule th’ United Statesl 
God save our States! 
Make us victorious: 
Happy and glorious; 
No tyrants over us; 
God save our States! 
Now the proud British foe 
We’ve made, by vict’ries, know, 
Our sacred right. 
Witness at Bunker Hill, 
Where Godlike Warren fell, 
Happy his blood to spill, 
In gallant fight.

W h y M innesota Is For Gold. 
Minnesota Demoorats declared un­ 
equivocally for tho gold standard. They 
Aid go unexnectedly. The big delega­ 
tions from Minneapolis and Duluth w ere 
pledged for 16 to 1, and it was taken 
for granted that the country delegations 
would favor silver. 
Why did they vote 
for gold? 
Bsvsral reasons have been suggested. 
The one moot often met with is that the 
farmers are composed largely of honeni 
and intelligent Scandinavians and Ger­ 
mans who c*»nnot be caught with free 
silver sophistry. As over 75 per cent of 
Minnesota’s population is foreign born, 
this answer may be partly true. A more 
reasonable 
explanation, however, 
is 
found in the reported statement that a 
large portion of the farm mortgages in 
Minnesota are made payable in “gol I 
coin of the United States of the preseni 
standard of weight and fineness. ” Be­ 
ing compelled to pay their debts in gold 
the farmers wish to receive as good 
money when they sell their products. 
The fact t' at a far larger portion of 
mortgages w .11 contain the gold clause 
next November than now may spoil 
many votes ior the 16 to I scheme.
